Zion Towers 


Tenants at Zion Towers gave Jose Cintron, 
Regional Representative of Secretary Cisneros of 
HUD, a tour of their building during March, 1995. 
Tenants have filed a petition against their current 
manager for incompetence. Recently, tenant 
organizing efforts have been hampered by 
harrassment of key organizers. The manager and 
Owner are not allowing the Tenant Association to use 
the community room for meetings, which is against 
HUD regulations. The harrassment of organizers was 
highlighted in a meeting between the HUD Tenants’ 
Coalition and the Director of the NJHMFA May 2. 


Garden Spires 


Residents at Garden Spires have had an 
excellent tenant meeting. They are picking new 
officers, and setting up a screening committee. They 
have a new mail room, a new community room, and 
are trying to get 24 hour security. The boilers (a 
problem in the past) are now being fixed. A mini- 
playground will open June 3, and a mini-police 
station may be located in the building. 


129 Chancellor Ave. 


Tenants at this building are battling a large (10 
- 15%) rent increase. Tenants went before the Rent 
Control Board on Feb. 14, and were told that the 
landlord "couldn’t possibly" be given an increase 
based on what tenants told them. However on Feb. 
25, tenants received a letter saying the increase had 
been granted. Many people had to move. Now a 
lawyer is fighting the increase because, tenants say, 
the landlord did not present correct information to the 
Rent Control Board. The fight goes on. 
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Forest Hill Apartments 


Tenants who organized a meeting with the 
owner and manager are being threatened with eviction 
in this building. The owner had pledged to make 
repairs, and to hold rents at a "reasonable" rate in 
spite of this buildings’ loss of tax abatement. 
However, as soon as the meeting was over, tenant 
leaders received eviction notices, a clear case of 
harrassment of those who spoke out. Rents in some 
apartments have more than doubled, and there are 
many vacancies. (This building was converted from 
affordable rental apartments to condominiums. It’s 
tax abatement is the subject of an ongoing 
investigation). 


6 Pomona Ave. 


The Tenants Association at 6 Pomona Ave. 
has been battling a possibly illegal lease and were in 
court for refusal to sign. They are now appealing the 
lower court’s decision. Six Pomona Ave. has seen the 
slow decrease of services in the building. The air 
conditioning system in the building is being taken out, 
and no alternative has yet been agreed upon. Other 
main issues include trying to get back the parking lot 
gate, and the garbage compactor, and changes in the 
lease which will make it acceptable to tenants. The 
Tenants Associationat 6 Pomona Ave. has recently 
joined the HUD Tenants’ Coalition, and publishes an 
informative newsletter. 


Georgia King Village 


Tenants have a Church Sunday School and 
other activities for people of all ages. Recently, 
representatives from Congressmen Payne and Senator 
Lautenberg’s Offices have attended their building 
meetings.

Children at Aspen Riverpark enjoy the crafts at a 
Saturday recreation program provided by the Tenants 
Association working with St. Stephan’s United Church 
of Christ, and First Congregational United Church 
Christ of Westfield. 


Colonnades 


Tenants at this building took to the street in a 
demonstration during October to protest declining 
building conditions. This protest caught the attention 
of the Star Ledger which followed up with two 
articles about the complex. Elevators often do not 
work, and security is inadequate. Residents complain 
about often having to walk up and down stairs. There 
are 560 apartments on 20 floors. Residents say, "We 
are tired of being treated like second class citizens." 
(Star Ledger, 10/24/94) Eight months after the 
‘murder of tenant activist Jean Kelly in her apartment, 
Gerald Williams, who was employed there as a 
maintenance man at the time, was arrested and 
charged. (Star Ledger 12/14, 12/15/94). New 
‘tensions arose when 3 fires between Christmas Eve 
\vand New Years Day revealed that sprinkler and 
‘ventilation systems were not working. Due to the 
‘consistent efforts of the Colonnade Tenants 


Association, extensive inspections by Newark Code 
Inspectors took place in February 1995. 


St. James Towers 


St. James Tenants Association is running a 
Summer of Fun Program for children, ages 7 to 14, 
every day, with breakfast and lunch, and a weekly 
trip. Children will enjoy a variety of craft activities. 
The Ping Pong Club is running tournaments for boys. 
There will also be a bus ride for older citizens to 
Atlantic City. Tenants are wondering why an 
advertisement offers new tenants a free month’s rent. 
"What about those of us who have been living here? 
It doesn’t seem fair," commented one person. 


Hallmark House 


The problem with noise continues in one 
elevator in this building. Tenants have complained to 
environmental agencies about this. Another elevator 
is having major problems. Bricks are missing from 
the sides of the building. The boiler is not in a proper 
"saddle", and the floor shakes when the boiler 
ignites. Cold air came in through some of the 
windows this winter. Tenant representatives recently 
presented their concerns at City Council, and met 
with HUD to show them pictures of problems in their 
building. 


Clinton Arms 


This is the building in which HUD found 
widespread fraud. Some things HUD cited the 
building for are still not fixed, according to the 
tenants. One tenant is battling to get payment for 
damaged carpeting and furniture due to a leak which 
was not properly fixed in the apartment above her. 
Raw sewage is still coming out of the ground in one 
spot at the complex.

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National Alliance of HUD Tenants Growing 


The National Alliance of HUD Tenants 
(NAHT) now has more than 100 tenant associations 
and coalitions who are members, representing 
thousands of tenants in every region of the country. 
NAHT’s purpose is to preserve all HUD-assisted 
housing and to improve the quality of life for all 
HUD tenants by: 

1) building tenant organization and power 

2) promoting tenant ownership and tenant 
control over management 

3) making HUD accountable to HUD tenants. 


In the short time since it began, NAHT has 
already accomplished a great deal. NAHT helped 
write a "Tenant Rights" brochure that will be 
circulated to 1.6 million HUD tenants when they sign 
their lease. NAHT was involved in writing the new 
handbook for all managers, which spells out tenant 
rights clearer than any previous handbook. NAHT 
sponsored a National "Save Our Homes Day" on Feb. 
11, 1995, when tenants from over 20 cities held press 
conferences or rallies about the proposals to cut 
affordable housing programs currently being 
discussed by Congress and the Clinton 
Administration. 

NAHT has a 14 member Board which is 
elected. (One of the members is Bill Good, from the 
HUD Tenants’ Coalition in Newark). The Board 
meets with HUD Secretary Cisneros twice a year. 
The Board also helps organize Regional meetings with 
HUD officials on a regular basis. (One of these took 
place in Jan, 1995 in Newark). 

On May 20-22, NAHT held its first 
independent anual meeting. Hundreds of tenants from 
all over the country were there, including a delegation 
of 4 members from the HUD Tenants’ Coalition in 
Newark. 

"It is extremely important that tenants have a 
national organization of their own, through which we 
can make our voices heard," said Frank Hutchins 
from the HUD Tenants’ Coalition. "Especially now, 
as Congress and the Administration talk about ways 
to scale down or eliminate affordable housing 
programs, we need to be able to make our feelings 
known, and to fight to save our homes."

HUD Grant Awarded 


The HUD Tenants’ 
received a 3 year grant from HUD 
(Department of Housing & Urban 
Development) to do tenant organizing in 
certain privately owned HUD-assisted 
properties in the Newark area. HTC was one 
of 10 groups around the United States who 
received an organizing grant. 

The properties which will be targetted 
are those which face "prepayment", where the 
owner is eligible to "prepay" the mortgage. If 
this happens, tenants could face tremendous 
increases in rents. Under HUD regulations, 
landlords must follow certain procedures when 
applying to prepay their mortgage, and tenants 
have certain rights. The HUD Tenants’ 
Coalition has hired member and tenant Bill 
Good to work on this project. If you live in 
one of these buildings, you'll be hearing from 
Bill, or you can reach him at 643-7711.

One woman went 
to the hospital after an elevator skipped several floors 
and she was injured. 


Amity Village 


Tenants at Amity Village have formed a 
Tenants Association, with help from Tri-City Peoples’ 
Corporation. Tenants report dirty buildings, rats, 
overflowing garbage, lack of security, broken 
mailboxes, drug traffic and numerous other problems.

HUD Tenant Coalition Meets With NJHFMA Director 


On May 2, 1995, the HUD Tenants’ Coalition 
met with Mr. Ira Oskowsky, Acting Director of the 
New Jersey Housing Mortgage Finance Agency 
(NJHFMA) to discuss issues which affect the HUD- 
assisted buildings who are also monitored by 
NJHFMA. Among the NJHFMA buildings who had 
representatives at the meeting were: Douglass 
Harrison Apartments, Norfolk Square, Amity Village, 
New Hope Village, and Zion Towers. 

The agenda covered a range of issues 
pertaining to quality of life in the buildings, and 
NJHFMA’s role, including harrassment of tenant 
organizers, use of community rooms for meetings, 
certification of security guards, etc. 

One of the positive results from the meeting is 
the agreement that Tenant Associations should receive 
a copy of rent increase application documents as soon 
as they are filed (in addition to the manager keeping 
a copy in his office). In the past, some tenants have 
had difficulty getting these important documents in 
time, so they can review and comment on them. 

Another agreement is that there be regular 
meetings between the Coalition and the NJHFMA 
officials. 

Because the agenda was so extensive, a follow 
up meeting will take place in June 1995. 


The meeting with Mr. Oskowsky continues a 
spring of activity for the HUD Tenants’ Coalition. 
Here are some of the other activities HTC has been 
involved in: 

* HTC hosted the Jan. 7 Regional Meeting 
with HUD Officials, when more than 75 residents 
from New York State and New Jersey attended a 
meeting in Newark. 

* On March 11, a van load of Newark tenants 
attended a second Regional meeting, this time in New 
York City. . 

* In March, HTC tenants hosted a tour of 4 
HUD-assisted buildings for Jose Cintron, Secretary 
Cisneros’ Regional Representative. The buildings 
visited were: Georgia King Village, 6 Pomona Ave., 
Zion Towers, and the Colonnades.

Rally In Newark Says "We Need Affordable Housing" 


On April 6, 1995, tenants and supporters 
rallied outside the Federal Building in Newark to 
oppose the fact that Congress had voted to take back 
money already budgeted for affordable housing 
programs. The rally was coordinated by the 
Affordable Housing Network of New Jersey, working 
with the Newark HUD Tenants’ Coalition, Newark 
Coalition for Neighborhoods, Newark Coalition for 
Low Income Housing, and the Newark Community 
Development Network. 

Gerard Joab, Director of Newark Local 
Initiatives Support Corporation, chaired the rally and 
introduced the speakers. Among the tenants who 
spoke were: Mrs. Francis Houston, Tenant President 
at Georgia King Village; Maude Davis, Tenant 
President at New Hope Village; and Bill Good from 
Douglass Harrison Apartments. Carol Sullivan, 
Director of the Newark Coalition for Low Income 
Housing, and Yvonne Braime from Coalition to 
House the Homeless in Elizabeth, N.J., also spoke. 


Federal officials who represent this area were 
invited to attend. Marvin Hacket representing 
Congressman Donald Payne spoke, and Ed DeVeaux, 
from Senator Bradley’s Office, was in attendance. 

Christy Davis, Chief of Staff for Senator 
Frank Lautenberg, read a statement, which included 
these words: "The Republican plan I’ve seen is not a 
Contract with America; it’s a contract with the special 
interests, billion dollar corporations, and millionaires 
who renounce their American citizenship to avoid 
paying taxes. It’s a contract on the poor, the middle 


class, and the elderly...Keep expressing your 
opposition to the Contract." 
Diane Fuller read a statement from 


Congressman Bob Menendez, which reads (in part): 
"There is no sentiment among these nwe Republicans 
that we have a responsiblility to provide decent 
housing, or to improve our inner city neighborhoods. 
They believe that if you are worth helping, you would 
already have been helped. They have already climbed 
to social success, and they are pulling up the ladder 
behind them...It is up to you to make yourselves

heard. It is time now for you to prepare to make sure 
you are never ignored again." 

Maude Davis, a tenant at New Hope Village, 
said, "We are already suffering. We work 2 weeks a 
month just to pay our rent. We need to register to 
vote. We must send a message that we’re not taking 
it anymore." 

Nancy Zak, speaking for the HUD Tenants’ 
Coalition, said, "This rally is just the first step. It is 
critical that you keep the pressure on Congress to 
help provide housing programs that are needed by 
low income people. Essex County already has 32,000 
homeless persons (by its own estimates), and these 
cuts will just make this serious problem even worse."

Public Housing: 
Up Or Down? 


Two more buildings from the Columbus 
Homes public housing complex were blown up on 
April 2, 1995. The Newark Housing Authority 
wanted to blow these buildings up years ago. But the 
Newark Coalition For Low Income Housing took the 
Housing Authority to court, where they were ordered 
to build replacement apartments before they could 
blow up the buildings. NHA was required to build 
1777 new townhouses. 

"Because of the Low Income Housing 
Coalition’s work, 264 families including 105 from the 
waiting list now live in new townhouses. Another 400 
families will move into new units before the end of 
the year. All this would not have happened if we did 
not go to court to force one-to-one replacement," said 
Carol Sullivan, executive director of the Newark 
Coalition for Low Income Housing. 


"Because of the Coalition’s work, 
264 families including 105 from the 
waiting list now live in new townhouses. 
Another 400 families will move into new 
units before the end of the year." 


There is still a waiting list of 7000 families for 
public housing. In a press release the day of the 
dynamiting, Ms. Sullivan said, "We must ensure that 
all residents of Newark are assured clean, safe and 
affordable housing." 

Public housing has recently been targetted by 
some members of Congress as an area to be cut, and 
thousands of public housing residents, including 
members of the Newark Coalition for Low Income 
Housing, travelled to Washington on May 17, to 
protest these proposals.
